When the south span of the Mission bridge 
was carried away by flood waters on June 7, 
two B. C. Telephone gangs under Jack Mc- 
Millan and Archie Ewing saved the serv 
without interruption by clearing the wires 
from a high pole which the flood threatened 
to sweep away. 

Just east of Fernie, the Elk River washed 
away the Hosmer bridge and the trans- 
Canada lead with it, spreading to at least 
three times its normal width. Several at- 
tempts by an aircraft to carry a line across 
failed and a rocket gun was rushed by plane 
from Vancouver. Jim Patterson, Fernie 
plant man, and Dan Miller from Cranbrook 














superintended the tricky job of shooting a 
line to the other side. Less than three hours 
after the arrival of the special equipment, 
service to points east was restored. 

In the Matsqui area, Ken Dawson, Abbots- 
ford plant man, worked from 10 o'clock at 
night to 5 o'clock the following morning on 
one occasion, stringing five miles of wire for 
an emergency circuit. At Chilliwack, Eric 
Sinden, local plant chief, and his men, aided 
by Perey Jinkerson and his heavy gang, were 
on top of threatening trouble throughout the 
emergency. At New Westminster, District 
Plant Manager John Harkness had four in- 
stallation crews putting in special lines for 
use by the Army, Navy and Red Cross.

And while plant personnel battled outside, 
operators worked at top speed, beyond their 
normal hours of duty, to get the calls through. 
In the Fraser Valley, Mission, Haney, Chilli- 
wack, Abbotsford and New Westminster were 
hot spots, with heavy local and long distance 
traffic. Many interior points were similarly 
affected, and at Vancouver toll, traffic hit 
nearly 8000 filed calls in one 24-hour period, 
just below the record of last Christmas Day.

Ship-to-Shore Sale 
RapioreLePHone fa ies were used recently 
to combat fog and to aid commerce, according 
to the Prince Rupert Daily News. 

When the halibut ve Zaporaand Bergan 
were bringing in their final halibut catches of 
the season they found themselves fog-bound 
off Prince Rupert harbor. 

Knowing that they could not arrive before 
the closing of the halibut exchange, the skip- 
pers of the vessels used their radiotelephones 
to inform their shore base of the size of their 
catches, and sold the fish before delivery.
